THE TWO BOSS TRUSTS. 



It is amusing to see the mighty sugar 
trust and the still mightier tobacco 
trust rallying at Washington to defeat 
the little Phillipine tariff bill. This is 
a measure to allow all products from 
the Phillipines to enter our ports free 
of duty with the exception of tobacco 
and sugar, which are to pay twenty- 
five per cent of the rates charged under 
our blessed Dingley tariff law\ Our 
two trust octopi pretend to be terribly 
alarmed lest this favor to the Filipinos 
will completely I'uin the sugar and to- 
bacco monopolies which they control in 
this country. As a matter of fact the 
tjbacco and sugar brought in from the 
Philippines would have no appreciable 
effect upon the markets f«. r these com- 
modities, and when our greedy trusts 
.show alarm, it is as if a Bengal tiger 
should flee in terror at the approach of 
a four-weeks’ old kitten. Incidentally, 
it should be remarked that hemp, which 
is the principal export of the Philip- 
pines, would come in free under the 
proposed law, and as it is the principal 
ingredient in making binder^^twine, 
American farmers w'ould be benefitted 
to that extent. But aside from all per- 
s nal and selfish consii e -’ations the new 
bill should pass as a simple act of jus- 
tice to a poverty stricken people who 
are as harmless and helpless as child- 
ren. Having assumed control of these 
island.s, without consulting their popu- 
1 ition, and deprived them of certain 
markets which they previously enjoyed, 
it is certainly as little as we can do to 
allow them free access to our markets 
and a half chanee^to support themselves 
by such trade as this policy will pro- 
cure for the . 11 .

THE “COUNTY UNIT” BILL. 

The bill before the Legislature that is attracting more interest than any 
other is the “County Unit” bill. More people have gone to Frankfort in the 
interest of this bill and against it than all the other bills combined. Delegates 
from each side have been there from nearly every town in Kentucky. Paris 
has had two delegations to visit the law makers, one for and one against the 
bill. The committee reported it without an expression of opinion. It is 
claimed by parties on the ground that it will pass the house and will be a tie 
in the Senate, and that Lieut. Governor Thome will defeat the bill by voting 
“no” if called on to cast the deciding vote. We are not in favor of the bill and 
think it should not become a law. If Paris, for instance, does not want local 
option, we do not believe it just to give the outside precincts in the county 
the right to vote local option on us. If Paris wants it let her vote on the 
question, if Millersburg wants it let her vote on the question, and so on. 

In our humble judgment local option does not control the whisky question 
as desired by the temperance people. It does not stop the .sale or the drinking 
of whisky, and taking everything in consideration we believe that high license 
is the best method to control the whisky traffic. It has b^en tried and found 
to work well. A high license, requiring a bond for orderly houses, cuts out 
many dives where thieves and the tougher element are harbored, and a the 
same time it does no effect the revenue of the cit^ and call for a higher rate of 
taxation.

Though 
owning a magnificent mansion in New 
York filled with treasures of art be- 
yond compare, he occupied rooms in a 
hotel, while his wife, to whom he had 
not spokon for several months, lived 
alone with her servants in her palatial 
residence. With all his wealth he was 
unable to enjoy those simple home 
ties, without which no human being 
can be really happy. His money was 
obtained by dishonest methods, his 
character was stained by numerous im- 
moralities which embittered the clos- 
ing years of his life with the untold 
agonies of remorse.
